Election/Restrictions

monitoring device comprising means for activating a microphone and a 
digital camera of the mobile communication device from a remotely 
located telephone, classified in class 455, subclass 420. 

III. Claims 23-25, drawn to a mobile communication device comprising means 
for entering a drug prescription into a memory of the mobile 
communication device and displaying the prescription on a screen of the 
mobile communication device, classified in class 455, subclass 90.1 . 

IV. Claims 42-45, drawn to a mobile communication device functioning as a 
entertaining playback device comprising means for recording and 
reproducing real time data, classified in class 455, subclass 558.
